DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, 
unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on 
a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not 
exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used 
by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as 
"means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure 
sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent 
text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in 
the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure 
concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 
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3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds the 150- word limit. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 4 through 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schellhorn (U.S. Patent No. 6,183,166B1). 

With regard to claims 4 through 12, Schellhorn '166 teaches all of the method steps 
recited therein (see claims 1 through 10) with the exceptions of initially forming an array of 
sacrificial guides (85; col. 3, lines 65 through 67) and then breaking the guides with a large 
diameter tool. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of earth 
treatment at the time the invention was made to modify the method disclosed by Schellhorn 
'166 such that it would include the steps of initially forming an array of sacrificial guides and 
then breaking the guides with a large diameter tool. The motivation would have been to 
eliminate the necessity for a costly stepped soil processing tool. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 through 3 are allowed. 

7. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply 
with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 
37 CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).
